Keen curiosity was exhibited all over 
the room w'hcn his maje.sty- approached 
Kurino, Japanese minister to I^iussia. The 
conversation between .tile czor 4ind the 
minister was cnrdial and extended. 
His 
majesty emi*hasized thu'high value wliicli’ 
he placc.s upon good and neighborly rela­ 
tions b»;tWcen Japan and Russia, nyt only 
now but in the future, and expressed his 
unshaken liope tliat a niultially satisfac­ 
tory settlenn-nt of difficulties between tho 
iwi» coiuitrics would bo arranged. Kurino 
l»ft Iht* reception profoundly inipre.ssed 
with his majesty’s words.

St. Louis, Jan.,; 14.—It Is expected that 
the Democratic national convention will 
biing In the neighborhood of 100,000 people 
to St. Louis and that the visitors In the 
three d^>s that the convention Is ex­ 
petted to last, will spçnd at least $100,000 
in tiiKs City. 


Thçre will be 1S04 delegates and alter­ 
nates in the convention—a singularly and 
appropriate number and one that should 
be ea.sily remembered. 


The representation Is bastd upon the 
number of representatives and senatoris 
in congress—two delegates from each con- 
gre.ssional di.'itrict and four from the .state 
at large. Each delegate has an alternate. 
There arc 386 congressional districts and 
45 s til tes. which jiives a ’total iff 772 con­ 
gressional district representatives and 180 
.state representatives, a total of &32 dele- 
g^c.s in the conventionr ,There is an equal 
number of alternates. 


In * atiidtion there will be numerous 
marching clubs from the largo cities. 
Tammany, of course, will lead the outside 
delegations with its special trains and its 
1,000 or more braves. The Cook County 
Marching club from Chicago, Is expected 
to bring ahnost as many. The Jackson 
club of W ishlngton, and the Erie County 
club of Buffalo.twill send several hun­ 
dred and Other clubs wll come from Cin­ 
cinnati, Loulsvill^ Kansas City and nu­ 
merous other dities. It is expected that, 
with the Jefferson club of St. Louis, there 
will be at least 30,000 marching, men at the 
convention. 


Each state delegation will ^unquestion­ 
ably be acompanled by many tim es-its 
number of convention visltorsi IncIuUing 
the wives and'children of the Idelegates, 
aU of whom will be bent on seeing the 
\yorld’s fair, as well as the convention. 


The next meeting of tho World’s fair 
(Committee on ceremonies, to be held soon, 
will probably arrange a date during the 
convention to be known as “convention 
day,” at wiiich special ceremonies on a 
magnificent scalc^will be held for the en­ 
tertainment of the visitors. 


Although the convention is sevemmonths 
away all of the leading l^ofccla have re­ 
ceived applications for rooms from promi­ 
nent Democrats throughout thp country 
and practically all of the big metropolitan

After the gúest^s had dined Dr. J. 


McCormick, of Bowling Green, 
Ky., national organizer of the Ameri­ 
can; Medical society, was presented 
and an outline of his splèndili ad­ 
dress on the subject, “Medical Or­ 
ganization,^ is given: 


“This vital subject is one that is 
at present engaging the attention of 
tlio'niost thoughtful minds iii our 
profession. 
Of the 120,000 physi­ 
cians in this country onl^' 30,000, or 
one-fourth, are members c>f an or­ 
ganized association. The evils grow­ 
ing out of such a condition are far 
too many to admit of recitation at 
this time. I can only touch on one 
or two phases of this question. Some 
of the dangerous resultants of this 
state of affairs is the continued incul­ 
cation of jealousy among physicians, 
destroying thereby the confidence of 
the public in our calling and also 
keeping in ignorance the fiscal au­ 
thorities of municipal, county and 
state commonwealths. 
, 


“ib is curse of envy {ind jealousy 
has hung over our profession like a 
pall anti has blighted its influence 
ill an untold-maimer.,' íLack of or­ 
ganization and co-operation has re- 
sultcd'in lack of propiyr medical., leg­ 
islation and the 
physicians them­ 
selves are the ones to blame for this 
state of affairs. I am aware that it 
is accredited to us that we have pe­ 
culiar ^conditions existing in Ken- 
tuckj% but I find that in this respect 
we have company in'ths states rang­ 
ing from Maine to California, with 
the'possible exception, of Alabama, 
These conditions are of long standing 
and are not to be easily removed. • 
“The doctors in a community do 
exemplify Cliristian charity in their 
daily practice more than all the» re­ 
ligious institutior|S and pastors in a 
community. This fact is easily un­ 
derstood if one will but follpw^ a 
physician in his daily rounds and in 
his office work and see the duties 
that come to hand and from wliich 
there is no shirking. These religious 
instituions—and I hope every physi­ 
cian here is affiliated with some one 
of them-—how-ever, are the greatest 
inspiration to us, and the -minister 
and^thc doctor must work together in 
harmony, not in antagonism. 


“It is true, hut it ought not to be, 
that half of tìie doctors, in a com­ 
munity cannot live at peace with the 
other half. Tho medical collie and 
its training is largely responsiblci fqr 
this condition, anti I hope the curri­ 
culum yill be so changed as to rem­ 
edy tliis glaring defcct in medical 
education. The source of this evil 
must bq* reached béforo a. remedy can 
he effected, and tho source is the 
.medical-college. The profession of 
‘the'clergy before the days of minis- 
'terial associations, strange to say, 
was no better;

The seed investigations of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture have shown that 
large quantities of trefoil and other 
practically worthless seed are beipg im­ 
ported for the adulteration of alfalfa 
and other seeds. About 450,000 pounds 
of Canadian blue grass seed are im­ 
ported, the chief use of which is to 
adulterate the higher priced Kentucky 
grass seed. 


W arm W ater For Cowa. 


At the Wisconsin experiment station 
it was found that cows given warm 
water drank eight to ten pounds'more 
per day than when supplied 'vith cold. 
In one trial cows given wolte w'ater 
produced 6 per cent more |oill( t|i^ 
thoqe given cold, while in another trial 
tlie difference was only 1 per cent in 
favor of Trarm water;
